Rapids in a Boat 



t'erlloua Trip Mint by lh> Inventor «r a 
Craft Calealateit ta Itob Tut indent Baa* 
of Their Terror. 

BurriLo, N, Y., Aug. 88.— O. A. Percy, a 
wagon-maker of Muspeasion Bridge, want 
through the Nlsgara rapids this afternoon 
In a life-saving apparatus resembling a 
life-boat. The trip waa attended with 
much dsnger.chlef of which was the likeli- 
hood of tee craft being destroyed by aunk- 
•n rocks. Large crowds along the banks 
of the gorge saw the experiment. Percy's 
Invention Is seventeen feet long and near- 
ly fire feet wide, la ahnped Ilk in aiirf-boat 
and covered with wster-pr oof canvas The 
keel It weighted with three hundred 
pounds of Iron plate and strongly ribbed. 
Tba whole weight Is nine hundred 
poinds. At each end la an air chamber 
six and s half feet long, ami between 
them Is another apace four feet long, 
which can ba utilised to carry paasengera; 
provision Is mod* for uslug oars. These 
chamber* can bo Impervloualy closed, and 
tba only trouble seems to b* the air sup- 
ply. Percy claims that his Invention Is 
self righting, self balling and perfectly 
safe to a heavy sea. His Idea of 
testing It In the whirlpool and rapids 
waa to demonstrate these quali- 
ties and make mouey by exhibiting 
It aubsequently In the gorge. The start 
waa made from the old Maid of the Mist 
lsndlng from which all the barrel naviga- 
tors have left. Percy changed bla attire, 
fixed up a drag conalaling of a thirty- 
pound weight and a ten-foot line, and then 
rowod out toward the Canadian chore. 
The undercurrent had no effect on the 
drag. At half-past throe Percy pulled In 
his oars, and aa the boat drifted rapidly 
toward the whirlpool raplda, entered 
the rear air rhau-ber. At twenty-five 
minutes of four o'clock the boat passed 
under the bridge. It was tnaaed about 
In the big breaker*, aa the barrela had 
been, but behaved better It waa fro 
quently out of eight, and waa turnod about 
by the counter currents, hut never rolled 
over. As It neareil the Whirlpool Kaplda 
Percy put Ida head out, but drew It back 
In time to avoid the *hock of the laal 
breaker. Thla waa the worst ono of the 
lot, and Percy had boea dccelvod by the 
lull In the torrent Juat before It tho 
craft went out of view for a mo- 
ment, but tumed up aafely In the 
maelatrnm. It did not circle around, but 
waa carried toward the Canadian ahoro. 
Po rcy again emerged from tho air cham- 
ber lie hod been sufficiently shaken up, 
and seeing a chance to row ashore with- 
out en.-ounterlng the Devil's Hsplda, ha 
did so, landing at Coifs elevator tw. nty 
minutes allot ho hod struck the tlrst 
breakers. Only five mlnutrs w«io spent 
In the rsplds. Percy was none tho worse 
'or his trip.

MEAT FAMINE THREATENED. 

Hawf to «o at High as When the Cow 
Jumped Over the Moon. 
Cbicaoo, Aug.SH — The Tritium this morn- 
ing has a long article on the dressed beef 
ring, and how It la profiting by the low 
price of cattle. It says it Is assumod In 
many quartera that a beef famine la not far 
away. Estimates aa to the destruction of 
cal tie in the Northwest last winter are that 
in Montana there were about 400,000 head, 
la Idaho about 100,000, in Wyoming abont 
800,000, In Colorado about 60,000; or 880,000 
to all. During the summer on account of 
the excessive drought, it Is estimated that 
the losses in the beef producing Slates, 
such as 1 1! nuns. lowa,Oblo, Missouri, Kan- 
sss and In New Mexico, Texas, Minnesota, 
Nebraska and Dakota, swell the total to 
1,500,000 head of beeves. Many, however, 
aaaert that these figures *re far 
too high. Bnt this In not the mala 
fact which indicates future famine. 
It Is now known thst from 80 to 7S per 
cent, less of calves were born this spring 
than Is usual, owing to climatic causes, 
which must hare Its effect in time. To this 
must be added the fact that cattl* pro- 
ducer* have beeu rushing their sur- 
viving stock on the market at an uu- 
paralled rate, and that from the** 
and other causes many ranchmen are dis- 
couraged and going out of tho buslnoos. 
Those who are opposed to this view argue 
that there are still 38,000,000 beevos 
aud 18,000,000 milch oowt In the country. 
The bulk of these, however, enter into 
local consumption and use. A great un- 
easiness, such as never before character- 
ised the cattle business, Is manifest In 
business circle*. The prod ucer finds not 
* dollar of profit and more often heavy 
losses charged against his account. Tbn 
msrket price hss been low on account of 
the glut, for in Chicago alone over 200,011) 
bead of cattle have been thrust on tha 
market during the last thirty days. 

EPIDEMIC AMONG FISH. 

Hanks of Mtreatua In Illinois and Wiscon- 
sin Heaped With tha n. ol. 

Gai.bna, III,, Aug. 88.— Within the past 
two or three days the fish In many of the 
atreama In thla section hsve died by 
tb* million, and the few that 
ara left are rapidly following suit. 
Tne banks of the, Oalena river and 
branches ara lined with dead fish of all 
sites and varieties from the tiny minnow 
to the mammoth cat and sturgeon. At 
Buncombe, Wis., a few milea from this 
place, dead fish ore so numerous on the 
banks that the stench arising from them is 
almost unbearable. At Lancaster, Wis., 
the scone on the river bank beggars de- 
scription, upward of fifty wagon loads 
of dead fish being In sight. There are 
numerous theories afloat as to the 
cause. One is that the rerent rains have 
riled the water wllh mud, so Hist the fish 
have beeu unable to breathe, and strug- 
gling to the surface for air, have died. 
Another is that during the dry, hot sum- 
mer, the valleya aud marshes above wore 
flltod with some poisonous growth that, 
with the recent floods, was carried into 
the atreama and polaoned the water.

Ninth hub. Pa., Aug. 25.— Terrible ex- 
cltement was cauaed this morning In the 
fatal No. 1 shaft at thla place by the break- 
ing away of earth barriers that separated 
* worked out portion of the colliery from 
the chuii, be rs where mining Is in progress, 
and the sudden precipitation of a Urge 
body of water Into a gangway where over 
throe hundred miners were at work. For 
a lang time past a huge subterranean 
reservoir baa been formfng, containing 
millions of gallons of water. This 
underground lake waa 570 feet below 
the aurface. Tha chamber where the 
men were at work waa ISO foot further 
down, and about the same distance from 
tbo mined galleries. The first Intimation 
the men had that the mine waa being 
flooded waa the audden appearance of 
water in the chambers. As it Increased in 
depth many burrledly quit work and 
rushed to the bottom of the shaft. By thla 
time a regular exodus from all parts of 
the colliery set In, the miners wading 
through water breast high before the 
lust of them got out The work of 
rescuing the men was proceeded with 
promptly, the steam-carriago taking up 
twenty at a time. All sorts of rumors 
were set adrift, and the mouth of tha 
mine was crowded with anxious women 
and children, exhibiting the usual aiirm 
and frantic demonslrstions. Luckily, all 
were taken out safely. Ninety mules 
perished. Work will be suspended for an 
iudeflnate period, as the water is still 
running in. Had the earth Assure been 
wido enough to admit the whole volume 
of water at once not a man would have 
been saved.

RAILWAY WRECK. 

Two Persons Killed and Twenty Injured est 
the ll. and o. 
WnxiLiNa, W. Va., Aug. 24.— A fright- 
ful collltion, with loss of life, occurred on 
the Baltimore and Ohio railroad at Ess- 
ton's Biding, a point twenty-four miles 
east of this city, at eight o'clock this morn- 
ing. A west-bound emigrant train was 
descending a heavy grade, when it crashed 
into an east-bound freight train with fear- 
ful velocity, wrecking both engines 
and badly smashing a large number 
of car*. The casualties reported are En- 
gineer Al Smith and Isaac Arbuthnot, of 
the emigrant train, killed, and the serious- 
ly Injuring of Patrick Fitigerald, engineer 
of the freight trsts ; two boys named 
Burke and Btansbury, of Grafton, W. Va., 
who were stealing a ride, and between 
twelve and fifteen emigants whoso names 
could not be learned. The accident was 
the result of a misappreheuelon of orders 
on the part of tbo englneerof the freight 
train, who thought he had the right of 
way, and pulled outo the siding just as' 
the emigrant train came up. 

Fobt Woarn, Txx., Aug. 24.— Campbell 
Langley, the father of the once notorious 
and not yet forgotten Bill Langley, living 
In Bell County, Tex., says that his son, 
who was publicly hanged twelve year* 
ago In Olddlngs, Lee County, by Sheriff 
Jim Brown, In the presence of several 
thoussnd people, was not hurt 
at all, but was allowed to escape; 
thst the friends of Bill were per 
muted to arrange things so that 
when the drop fell the weight of tho body 
fell upon an Iron hoop, supported by an 
appropriate body harnoss. The coffin, 
which was actually buried, contained 
nothing but stones. While the last sad 
rites were being pronounced Bill Langley 
wss well on his way out of the country. 
He has been living since his supposed ex- 
ecution in Nkcaragfla, where he ia a lead- 
ing citiaen, and one of the largeat owners 
and cattle herders in Central America. 

Heavenly Visitors. 

Iitdiaxafolis, Ibd., Aug. 24.— The largi 
est comet that has appeared in many years 
is visible here to-night In tho northern 
sky. Its outline Is somewhat dim, but is 
perfectly plain to the naked eyo. It was 
first noticed about 10 o'clock. 

Cbxtralia, Iu., Aug. 24.— At 7:80 this 
evening the heavens north of this city 
were beautifully illuminated by the pas- 
sage from eaat to west of an unusually 
large meteor. It lef t a great parachute trail 
behind It. Nothing similar to it has ever 
been witnessed In this section. 



Unique Accidonl. 

WnxxLiNo, Aug. 24.— This afternoon 
boy named Clary was holding a target rifle 
on the reunion grounds, when it was acci- 
dentally discharged. The ball, of only 
22-callber, pierced entirely through the 
fleshy part of the leg of a boy of ten, 
named Norwood Richardson, and then 
continued Its course, striking Joe Orlonor, 
a boy of about the same age, in the back 
between the shoulder*, injuring the spine 
and piercing one lung, causing fatal 
injuries.

Noble 
and seriously, and perhaps fatally, injur- 
ing Mrs. Pool. Four of the children were 
slightly hurt Mrs. Noble's Infant, which 
ahe was carrying in hor arms when she 
was killed, cacaped without the slightest 
Injury. 

Strange Affliction ol an Aged Lady. 

Finblat, O., Aug. 24.— A doublo afflie'lon 
came to Mrs. Folk, aged eighty-five years, 
i well known resident of Marion Town- 
ship, this oounty, this morning. She arose 
from her bod feeling as well as usual, and 
ate a hearty breakfast, and a few moments 
afterward suddenly became both blind and 
deaf. The loss of these senses is evidently 
permanent, and Is supposed to bo the re- 
sult of old age, as thero was no other ap- 
parent cause for the calamity.

SCIENCE AND IN0U8TBV. 

— There are $100,000,000 Inreated 1st 

tho watch Industry in this country. 

—A cannery In Oregon that is putting 
up ten thousand cans of peas a dav 

turns out » great quantity of vinegar, 
which Is made of juice obtained by boiU 
ing the pods of the peas. 

—The well-known West Potn* 
foundry situated at Cold Spring, is to 
be Hold. The establishment haa been in 
uninterrupted operation since 1819. and 
achieved fame during the rebellion from 
its heavy guns. 

—An inrestigatlon of 8panish earth- 
quakes by two Italian physicists show* 
that they are more common in the coast 
regions than In the interior, and in the 
south than in the north; also that they 
occur most frequently in the autumn 
ami winter mouths. 

— A new material, termed celluTert, 
is now made by passing paper, or any 
fibrous form of cellulose, through a bath 
of nitric acid; the glutinous surfaces so 
produced are then pressed together and 
washed, when thoy form a very tough 
and hard substance, useful in the in- 
dustrial arts.— Jtaston BudgrX 

According to Dr. Hellman, the Oer^ 
msn investigator of lightning statistics, 
a house built on a limestone foundation 
that is, in a district where the under- 
lying geological fommtion Is limestone 
is least exposed to danger from light- 
ning.

My Stupidity Came 
Coating Me My Life. 
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I have knocked about n good deal In 
tny time, from doubling Capo Horn as 
n sailor, to digging gold as n miner 
and lighting Indians as a scout, and 
yet the closest escape I ever had from 
death was with my eyes wide open and 
through my own stupidity. Early In 
the seventies, I was down in tho Indian 
Territory buying horses for shipment 
East. I had a partner, and wo traveled 
with our own team in a covered wagon. 
That Territory isn't any too peaceful 
now, but in '72-3 you not only wanted 
a trusty rifle with you, but you wanted 
the knack oPdropping your man first. 
Traveling from ranch to ranch as wo 
did, with every body knowing that we 
had money to buy horses witli, onr sit- 
uation was one requiring constant vig- 
ilance. There was never a night that 
both of us slept at once, and never a 
day that wo were not on the watch fur 
Homo plan to get tho better of us. In 
one trip of three months wo had five 
different watch dogs poisoned, and fin- 
ally gave up trying to keep one. You 
might imagine that it would have 
beeu worth wuilo for some of the pred- 
atory bands roaming the country to 
make an open attack upon us. but the 
fellows reasonoil differently. A couple 
of men armed with Winchesters and 
revolvers, and determined to defend 
their own at any cost, are antagonists 
not to bp despised. Your Western 
outlaw, with very few exceptions, is 
just as careful about gettiug a bullet 
into his body as any one else. 

One day in July, while we wore on 
tho north fork of the Canadian river, 
and about twenty miles below Shaw- 
neetown, one of the horses in our 
team was bitten by a rattlesnake. I 
was driving, aud I saw the snake as it 
Jifted itself from the grass and bit tho 
horse twice on the leg. It was a hot 
day, the horses well heated up, and 
the poison took effect very soon. We 
bad no remedy for it, ibut were coni- 
peledto stand by and see the animal 
suffer and die. It wasn't quite an 
hour after he was struck before he was 
dead. In buying horses wo stipulated 
for delivery at certain points, and 
thus had no spare ones with us. To 
make our' team whole one of us must 
take the other horso and ride off and 
make a purchase. I hud been over 
the route before, and I knew that the 
nearest ranch was twelve miles up the 
river. It was now four o'clock in the 
afternoon, and we wore within half a 
mile of the stroam and in a wild and 
lonely district of country. We had 
with us in a tin box in tho wagon 
over four thousand dollars in 
gold, and the misfortune to 
our horso naturally increased 
our anxieties. My partner insisted 
Hint I should be the one to remain with 
tho wagon, und he had no sooner moved 
away than I began to make things 
secure. The vory 'first move was to 
take tho tin box from the wagon and 
bury it in the ground under tho 
vehicle, and after that 1 staked out tho 
horse, saw that every firoarm was in 
good order, and beat around the 
camp to drive away any reptiles lurk- 
ing about. 

There was no uso in expecting Pat- 
ton, my partner, back before eight 
o'clock or later. He would doubtless 
find a suitable horse at the first ranch, 
but the ranchmen might be away, or 
there wore a dozen other reasons to 
call for delay. We carried provisions 
with us, and at about six o'clock I 
built a fire and prepared my supper, 
and waa about to begin eating when I 
cniiirhl eight of a horse and rider ap- 
proaching camp from tho northwest. 
Tho ground was open for throo or four 
miles, aud as I had a glass with ran I 
niado out, while tho horse was yet a 
mile and a half away, that he bore a 
L woman on bis back. Had she been a 
; squaw the sight would not have occa- 
sioned surprise, but the first look 
§kirovod that she was white and that Uor 
borne was jaded and coming slowly. 
Ma I held the glass on her I saw her 
ijErn and look back, as one pursued, 
Satnl long before she reached me I had 
become greatly intercgiod in her case. 
* She rode straight for the wagon, and 
when sho finally oame up herhorse was 
rory much blown, and the woman's 
face seomed to betray hope and fear in 
turns. She wn< an average-locking 
'omul*, about fortv yeara' old, and as 
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•he drew rein beside mc we surveyed 
each other for half a minute before 
either spoke. During that interval I 
caught an expression on her face which 
I did not at all like. It was a sly, slo- 
ister look, hut it passed swiftly away 
and was replaced by one of anxioty. 
I was the first to speak, saylngt 
"Wall, are you in troubled 
"In great trouble, sir," she replied. 
••I have been living with my brother 
on a small ranch about fifteen miles 
distant. Two hours ago a doten Kiok- 
apoo Indians vialt«d the placet wound^ 
ed my brother, and set fire to the 
house, and would have assaulted me 
had I not fled on this horse. They pur- 
sued me for several miles, and I -I—" 
Here she broke down anil began to 
cry and sob. What could I do but ask 
her to dismount givo her my 
promise of protection, and say that 
when my partner returned wo would 
drive straight lo the ranch and sacri- 
fice our lives, if need be, to rescue hor 
brother and teach tbe Indians a lesson P 
Sho did not come down without con- 
siderable palaver, soemlng to be very 
sensitivo about getting me into trouble, 
and when she did take a seat on tho 
blankets prepared for her. she contin- 
ued to cry and lament and would not 
touch a mouthful of food. 

It had grown dark by the timo I bad 
eaten my supper, and it was now time 
to look for Patton. I sought, as any 
man would have done undor tho cir- 
cumstances, to cheer the woman up, 
and by and by she gave over crying 
and soemed a bit raoro hopeful. She 
explained that she had removed to the 
Tei-ritory from Clarksville, Ark., throe 
years before, being a widow with one 
son. The son had died within the 
year, and the brother, who was an old 
bachelor, nnd not in good health, had 
come on to remain until the place 
could be sold out. A Klckapoo buck 
had taken n great fancy to the wom- 
an, and wanted to marry her, and her 
indignant refusal had called down the 
raid mado that day. Her story filled 
mo with indignation, nnd as night 
caine on I was terribly impatient for 
Pattou to return. About half-past 
nino o'clock I heard tho gallop of 
horses, and was ready to welcome my 
partner, but before they had come in 
sight tho widow sprang up in great 
terror and cried out: 

'•Oh, sir, they are tho Indians who 
havo been on my trail! Don't let 
them take me away! Let mo hido iu 
the wagon!" 

"In with you quick, and they will 
have to kill mo before thoy lay bands 
on you," I rcpliod. and she disappeared 
beneath tho cover with astonishing 
celerity. 

The gallop camo nearer and nearer, 
and presently a voice hailed me: 
"The camp thar— hello!" 
"Who is it?" 
"Friends." 
"Come in." 

With that a half-breed and a Kicka- 
poo caine riding Into camp on horses 
which had neither saddle nor blanket. 
Both men looked savage and sullen, 
and were well armed. The half-breed 
could spenk vory good English, and 
when he had come to a halt and looked 
around, he said: 

'•We are after tho woman who came 
into your camp a couple of hours ago. I 
see hor horse over there." 

••By what authority do you demand 
liorP" 

'•None of your business. We have 
come for her, and we mean to have 
her." 

"Do yon mean that you will take 
her by force?" 

"I do; and lot me givo you a piece 
of advice. I see you aro a tendcrfooL 
Don't put on loo many airs in this 
county. It's a great place to have 
one's wings clipped in a hurry. Don't 
attempt any foolishness wiLh us, or 
you'll never know what hurt you." 

I had my Winchester in hand and 
two revolvers In my belt Had I been 
a hot-tempered man, there would 
have been some shooting before he 
had concluded his bombastic speech. I 
am slow to anger, especially when 
human life may pay tho forfeit, and I 
heard him through without being 
roiled. The woman was hidden away 
in the wagon, and had not revealed 
her presence to them by word or move. 

"If the woman choo3es to go with 
you, well anil good," I answered, as I 
looked the fellow over by tho light of 
the camp fl.ro. "If she does not you 
can not tako her.." 

"Oh, we can't eh? You crow pretty 
loud for a spring chickc it. Well, usk 
the wench to make a choice." 

Tbe wagon was about ten paces from 
the fire, and iu tho shadow, although 
not so much so that I could not see it 
pretty plainly. I had mado a stop to- 
ward it when I saw a black object 
under the wheels, and, supposing it to 
bo a wolf, I raised my gun and took a 
snap shot, caring only to send n bullet 
near onough to drive it awny. The 
object disappeared with the ochoos of 
the report, and as 1 walked along to 
the wagon, the two men, who had not 
dismounted, accompanied mc. Stand- 
ing within fire feet of the vehicle I 
called to the woman and asked if sho 
desired to go with tho men, and she re- 
plied:

I assured her that they bad beau 
driven off. and that she waa safe, aud 
her gratltudo was unbounded.

It was yet a serpent, but it 
hnd a small brown hand, and tho hand 
clutchod a bull-dog pistol. The pistol 
was pointed full at me, and I saw that 
the hammer was up. 

"Whizz!" went a shadow before my 
face, and thon I saw bim behind me. 
The snake was no longor In front, but 
creeping up in my rear, anil yet I saw 
him as plainly as before. He came ou 
slowly — cautiously — always a little 
nearer. When within three feet of my 
heels the pistol was raised to the back 
of my hoad, and I said to myself: 

"So I am to bo shoL It is a large 
bullet, and I wonder why ho didn't 
bite me? If I was loose I would make 
a fierc efight for my life." 

"Clung!" It was tbo sound of a 
pistol hammer striking on the center 
of a cartridge— a cartridge which had 
failed to explode. In the same second 
I was on my foot. I human figure 
stood before me. I gavo my heavy 
l ido a half sweep, and the figure sank 
down with a stifled shriek. Thon I 
was fully awake, and I bent over the 
stranger, to And it was the woman 
who should have been asleep 
in tho wagon. She was uncou- 
scious, but clutched firmly in 
her right band was a bull-dog pistol. 
I wronched it away and carried her to 
the embers of tho fire, and when I had 
secured a blaze I saw that I had struck 
her on the head and given her a bad 
hurt. I examined the pistol, and when 
I found that the cartridge had been 
tried by the haramor, it did not tako 
me long to unravel the plot against my 
Ufa I bound the woman hand and 
foot, and thon kept vigilant watch 
until daybreak. She recovered con- 
sciousness long enough beforo this, 
but the only aid I extended was to 
loosen her hands and place a dish of 
water beside her. Sho did not ad- 
dress me, ami I had no word for her. 

When day broke there was another 
surprise for mc A Kickapoo Indian 
lay dead under the wagon, shot 
through the heart. It was a groat 
mystery to me, but the woman was 
ready to clear it up. I untied hor. 
washed the blood off her face nnd 
head, and thon she gave the whole 
plot away. Patton had been made a 
prisoner by a gang of outlaws in order 
that I might be robbed. These men 
knew of the tin box in the wagon. Tho 
woman had been sent into camp with 
the story she told, knowing thnt she 
would get into tho wagon. Tho 
two men came to distract my 
attention and tbo Kickapoo 
crept up to recelvo tho box. The 
woman couldn't And it, nnd I mistook 
the Indian for a wolf and killed him. 
Then tho woman concluded that I had 
the money on me, and while I napped 
she crept up to shoot mo and secure 
it Sho told the particulars as coolly 
as I relate them to you. and when sho 
bad finished she asked what I was 
going to do about it Pattou bad by 
that time returned, having raised such 
a row that his captors feared to de- 
tain him longer, and he answered the 
question by picking up a rope and 
starting for the nearest tree 

This broke tho woman down, and 
she begged and pleaded so abjectly 
that we left hor free to go whore she 
would whon we drove on. To havo 
taken hor to Ockmulgee, Kickapoo. or 
any other town as a prisoner would 
have been to eauBe us great dolay and 
annoyanco, and it was some consola- 
tion to know that the blow I gavo hor 
caused a wound from which she 
would not recover for many days. 
Sho was penitent enough as we drove 
away, but six weeks later was killed 
with her husband, a half-breed, whili 
•tcaling stock from tho Creek Indians.

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INDISPUTABLE FACTS. 

A Few Words About the strug-clr ht Pre. 
eedenoe Between Stock- K» !•-■•». 

Until within a few years, dairying 
has, over a great part of the country , 
been considered as a »ort of a aide issue, 
or a convenient and necessary part of 
mixed farming. A few cows have hern 
kept lo supply the family, and when the 
calves wore weaned or sold, the surplus 
milk ha* been Used tor butter or cheese, 
with the conveniences at hand, nnd with 
what knowledge of the business tho 
farmer's wife happened to possess, ami 
this knowledge was too often composed 
of whims and superannuated customs. 
But at tho present time, dairying is one 
of the great industries of the fanning 
community. Building barns, cutting 
hay, buying feed, procuring Ice, ar- 
ranging for a supply of water, improv- 
ing pastures and selecting heid* of 
stock are all done with an rye to the 
dairying business; and this increased 
interest in tho business gives tho manu- 
facturers of dairymen's supplies a 
chance to reap a mil •■est, and creates 
great competition among them a* well 
as among breeders of dairy stock. If 
any man attempted to believe half tho 
statement* and testimonials that are 
published to catch the eyes ami the 
dollar* of dairymen, he would *oon land 
In a lunatic asylum. 

Just now tho greatest struggle for 
precedence and pntronsgu is lietween 
the breeders of dairy stock, ami if a 
man can keep cool and let good judg- 
ment control hi* own selections, there 
is a ludicrous phase to the whole affair. 
It i» now pretty generally admitted 
that the general-purpose cow, at hoi 
present stsgo of development, is an un 
desirable piece of property almost any 
where, and It will in time be learned 
that no ono breed of dairy cows is the 
best for all places and all conditions 
On a short, dry pasture which extends 
over a wide range of hills, large, heavy, 
slow-moving cows aro out of place; 
while ou a moist farm, with a certainty 
of a full supply of feed, thoy would bo 
the most profitable. Each man must 
•ludy these things with referenco to 
hi* own c**c, and not go cra/.y for 
something new because it does well 
somewhere else. Take advantage of 
the fact that thi* lively competition 
give* you a variety to .select from.— 
LHillivalor. 
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STIRRING JTHE CREAM. 

An Operation Whose Proper Performance 
Kequlres Considerable Cure. 
One of the most important opera 
tions of the dairy is stirring the cream. 
Simple a* it appears, it is usually not 
half done at that. It is usually stirred 
with a narrow paddle, a sort of pud- 
ding stick, a moat inefficient imple- 
ment. It has but ono merit, which is 
that it may be used as a knife to scrape 
around tho edge where the cream may 
have dried a little to the side of the 
vessel. If cream is thoroughly stirred 
with this, tho churuing process will 
have begun, which is exactly what 
should be avoided. The fact is, when 
cream i» well stirred, tho surface should 
not be especially agitated — certainly 
never so much a* to produce bubbles. 
There Is a proper cream stirrer, and it 
does its work *o well that we have 
never known its use to be given dp 
where once dairy folks hatl the article 
in use. It is very simply made cither 
of wood or tinned iron. If a pioco of 
heavy tin is takon about as largo anil 
of the Bliape of a tea saucer, aud a wcl!- 
tinned Iron rod is fastened by riveting 
and solder upon the middle of the con- 
vex side, this completes the stirrer. It 
is like a tin saucer hold bottom upwards 
by a sufllciitntly string rod or wire. 
Iu use tho sauct . cud is brought within 
a few Inches of the bottom of tho cream 
holder aud I lieu quickly thrust down- 
ward again and ngaiii. Soon tho cream 
from tho bottom will come boiling up 
on all sides. The motion is that of 
churning, but there is no churning, for 
no air is agitated with the cream, anil 
the operation may bo continued until 
the most perfoct mixture has taken 
place. Thorough mixing of the cream 
secures perfect uniformity lu ripening 
and that all the butter comes at oner, 
so that none I* lost lu the buttermilk 
under ordinary circumstances. Many 
prefer a wooden stirrer because It may 
lie left in the cream. It is made on the 
same plan, tho disk and rod both bein;' 
of some odorless wood. — Ouernrey 
Breeder. ' |

ABOUT SODA WATER. 



The drinking of, so-called. "*oaa- 
water" I* becoming more and more 
general. Tnere are nearly seven thou- 
sand fountain* In Boston alone. They 
are found not only in drug (tore*, but 
la restaurants, bar-rooms, confection- 
ery store*, and retail merchant estab- 
lishment*. One house in the city has a 
fountain which cost between Ave and 
six thousand dollar*! 

All arc familiar with the effervescence 
and foam that atteud the mixing in 
water of carbonate of soda and tartario 
acid. As the term "soda" i* applied 
both to the fountain and to the drink 
Issuing from it, one naturally suppose* 
that there is soda in the foaming fluid 
he is taking. It is not ao, however. 
The Water is charged with carbonic 
acid, anil Is flavored and sweetened 
with miiiik one of the various sirup*. 
The carbonic acid gas I* forced Into 
wat r with a pressure of one hundred 
and eighty p. mud - to the squate inch, 
ami It is the escape of this gas, when 
the faucet Is turued and the water flowa 
into the tumbler, that cause* the foam- 
ing. 

The gas was formerly obtained from 
carbonate, of soda, aud hence the pres- 
ent name, which still clings to It; but 
It is now obtained from marble, which 
is a cailtouate of lime. Marble is aim- 
ply lime anil carbonic acid chemically 
combined. The union I* a weak one- 
Sulphuric acid has a mm It stronger 
affinity for the lime than the carbonic 
acid ha-, and upon being poured ou 
powdrrt-d marble, releases the carbouie 
acid, which Is then absorbed by the 
water. It makes no difference with 
the drink whether the carbonic acid i* 
obtained from soda or from marble, 
■incc nothing but tho acid passes into 
tho water. In, and iu the neighbor- 
hood of, large cities, the seller* of soda- 
water do not rhat-ge their own foun- 
tain*. It I* done for them at large cen- 
tral establishment*. 

The question ha* been put to ui II 
soda-water Is wholesome. Almost any 
acidulated drink is pleasant in summer, 
and It often meets a real nerd of the 
system. Probably carbonated water la 
as wholesome as any. We should ad- 
vise less of the sirup than Is commonly 
taken, partly because it is not apt to be 
purr, and partly because, even if pnre. 
It is not very good for the stomach. 
"Plain soda" is better than soda with 
sirup, and. after a little time, quite as 
pleasant as that. W« believe that care 
is taken to have the water purr, and lo 
keep the apparatus frer from corrosive 
nutu-r. and wbrn this is dour, no barm 
is likely to result from a moderate re- 
sort to the fountain.— YoulK* Com- 
panion. 



VORACIOUS MICROBES. 

A New-rangled Hon of a Worm That Fats 
lp Hteel Ralls. 

The existence haa just been discov- 
ered of a detestable microbe which 
feeds upon Iron with a* much gluttony 
as tho phyloxera upon the vine. Some 
time ago the greatest consternation ex- 
isted among the engineer* employed 
on the railway at Hagrn by the acci- 
dent* occurring alway* at the same 
place, proving that amis terrible defect 
niuit exist either in the material or the 
construction of the raila. Th« German 
Government directed an inquiry to lie 
made and a commission of surveillance 
to be formed for the purpose of main- 
taining constant watch at the spot 
where the accident* — one of them at- 
tended with loss of life— had occurred. 
It was not, however, until after aix 
months had elapsed that the surface 
of the rails appeared to lie cor- 
roded, as If by acitl, to the extent 
of one hundred yards. The rail was 
taken up and broken, and It was 
perceived that it was literally hollowed 
out by a thin gray worm, to which the 
qiiallflcation of "ralloverotis" waa as- 
■igned, and by which name it I* to bo 
elassed in natural history. The worm 
Is said to be two centimeter* in length 
and of the *izo of the prong of a silver 
fork in circumference. It is of a light 
gray color, and on the head carries two 
little glands filled with a corrosive ac- 
cretion, which i* ejected every Ma min- 
utes upon the iron. This liquid render* 
the iron soft and spongy, and of tho 
color of rust, and It Is then greedily 
devoured by the insect ''There is no 
exaggeration," says the official report 
of the oommission, "in the aaaertion 
that thi* creature, for it* size, is one of 
the most voracious kind, for it ha* de- 
voured thirty-six kilogrammes of rail 
In a fortnight."— Cologne Gaulle.
